REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



> The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
present invention is directed towards a method and apparatus for aligning 
images. The closest prior art, Chaney et al. (USPN 5,926,568), shows a 
similar system, in which, for automatic image recognition of standard shapes 
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which include a core-based deformable loci skeletal grid used to define and 
represent an object via a model template, wherein the template includes 
deformable segments, the changes of which are measurable against the 
deformed model corresponding to an object in a subsequent image and statistical 
correlation techniques optimize the match to further refine the shape of the 
subsequent image. However, Chaney et al. fail to address: " Regarding claims 1 . 
36 and 48. producing an aligned image from a first image, a second image, and a 
relationship between at least one of a target reference points in said first imaoe 
and at least one of a template reference points in said second image. Regarding 
claim 21 . a third image created from a first image, a second image, and a 
relationship between a target reference points and a template reference points 
and an interface configured to receive input, wherein said input includes an 
instruction for defining a plurality of target reference points and a command for 
positioning a geometrical shape in relation to said second imaoe ." These distinct 
features have been added separately to different independent claims and render 
them allowable.
